Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Cohen contacted Examiner Grosso to discuss the rejection of 
claims 1 and 2 in the final rejection mailed August 10, 2006. In a previous office action mailed August 5, 2005 claim 2 
had been objected to as containing allowable material but being dependent on a rejected base claim, claim 1. Claims 1 
and 2 were amended after the 8/5/2005 office action. As a result of the changes made in claims 1 and 2 by this 
amendment both claims 1 and 2 were rejected in the subsequent final office action. Mr. Cohen wished to discuss the 
claims and the allowable subject matter in the original claim 2. Mr. Grosso advised that, in original claims 1 and 2, the 
tapered protruding member extending through the opening of the flexible valve member to block passage of liquid and 
the valve member beginning to invert upon application of negative pressure and rise off of the protruding member to 
allow passage of liquid constituted the allowable subject matter, in combination with the rest of the structural limitations 
in original claim 1. Mr. Cohen indicated his intention to submit an after final amendment to incorporate the allowable 
subject matter in claim 1. Mr. Grosso advised the amendment wording would be reviewed when submitted to 
determine if it would put the application in condition for allowance. 
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
